Assemble at High school, thence . down Carson to Cabrillo, Cabrillo to El Prado, El Prado to Sartori, Sartori to Marcellina, Marcellina to Cravens, Cravens to Cabrillo, where Queen enters Fiesta grounds and parade disbands.

Thousand Autos Parked
To estimate the number of per­ sons attending the fair last night for comparison .with that of last year, a check of the   automobiles parked near the fair grounds was made, with the result that the as­ tounding number of 1032 machines were found within a radius of two blocks of the exposition grounds. This far exceeds the number on any night last year and indicates that the attendance for the week will be more than double that of any former- year.
